Another Notable Departure From the
Ploneer Host,
Yesterday's Portland Oregonlon makes
comeplobngs il kimdly edilorial men-
tion of snother desth In 1he ploneer
ranks of Oyogon, that of Mrs, Mary K
Burbank, late of Lafayette, an aunt of
Mrs, Charles E. Mitehell of this eity,
and, oo doulit, well known 10 meny of
Ui plosesr setthers of this sountry amd
eity, yet living, and whe will thorough
ly uppreciate ihe views of the Ore
gonlan, Iteelf, and s great oditor, no
less  pionwers than those it invariably
treate with sueh porfect considerstion:
The editorial Is as folows;

“Mrs, Mary K. Burbank, whose death
owecurred on Junuary 4, sl her home In
la Fayette, was well known and her
denth wil b widely regretiod. Mm.
Burbank belonged to the most pleasant
period of the ploneer ers, having eome
to Ovegon Territory with her busband,
the late Hon. A, L Burlwnk, vie the
Isthmus in 1838, Such hardships and
loneliness were not the portion of those
who came an assurance of plenty and
the the companionship of a yearly in-
ereasing emiygration. Yamhill county
was ot that time the conter of a com-
munity life that was pleasant and pro-
gresive, aud La Fayelte, then its county
seat, was a village of sowe jmparfance.
Mr, Burbank enguged in merchandising
there i the fall of 1853, and, with the
exveption of o few years spent in Port-
land, La Fayvette remained the bome of
himsalf and wife until his death, three
Mrs, Burbank soutinued to
lomey there until her

“Atwars active in good works, kind,
hospitable, intelligent, Mary K. Bur.
bank left the impress of her life upon
the community of which for fifty-three
years she hid boen & member. A great
sorrow eame to e and ber hushand
twenty-five years ago in (he loss by
drowning st North Beach of their only
ehild Miss Eva Burbank. Time, how
ever, soltened bher grief, and, because
she hnd known sorrow, she bhecama ten-
derly respomsive to the sufferings of
others, bringing to those in trouble
symapthy and good cheer, Very elose.
ly were the name and endeavor of Mrs.
Burbank interworven | the history of
the community which knew her for
more than lalf a eentury. For many
years no soclal, religions or edooational
function In the town was complete
without her presepce and ber planning,
Village brides conulted her about thelr
wodding  srrangements; (he  Sunday
Sehool found in ber an active, pealous
superintendent; the open  temperance
unce meeting a competent advoeats and
helper; and when desth came fo a
household she was there to comfort and
1o akld
